Wilier says it would be deshr- 
aiile for every. school to post a 
spoltei" when a"" tornado^ watch is 
in effect. Tlie spotter should 
have an unobstructed view from 
southwest to northwest and a 
means of signaling an . alarm 
should a tornado approach. - 

The letter emphasizes the im- 
portance of having a prepared 
plan worked 'out p^ior to the tor- 
nado season with students, teach- 
ers, and admUiistratlve staff par- 
ticipating in the drills.' 

Some precautions which should 
be taken when a tornado warning 
Is in effect include: open as' 
many windows in the building as 
possible; slay away from win- 
dows, doors, skyliglits, etc.; move 
to an underground area if possi- 
ble, or to protected interior areas 
)of the building; never use gym- 
nasiums, ' auditoriums, mobile 
classrooms, or .irailcrs. or any 
building with a large support

Sen- 
ate was much more secretive than 
the House with 52 per cent of its 
committee meetings held in pri- 
vate. Only 31 per cent of House 
meetings ^yere behind closed 
doors.

From 1917 to 1037, the ' national 
birth rate remained at a very high 
level, more than 25 live births per 
1,000 population. Since 1957, the 
Census Bureau's studies show, tlie 
birth rate has' steadily declined 
until it now stands at 18 per 1,000 
—the lowest In U.S.' history. '
